Speaking of electric rates, get ready for a rate increase in both 
Elba and the rural areas, Alabama Power Company has 
received federal approval to up the wholesale rates, and since 
Alabama Electric (our supplier) buys some from APC, the 
increase will filter down to us also;but thankfully, r © as high 
as the increase to folks like Dothan which gets all weir juice 
from APC,

Finally, he got 
them all back in the room and since [| was there also, he 
cautioned them (at 9 p.m.) to be sure their water pipes were 
protected because it was cold weather. He smiled at me and 
said that was all he wanted to say! Then when I stated that 

the only way he could legally talk to them without me was to 
catch them one at the time later, he acknowledged that ‘‘Oh, 
well some of them will tell you - - - they always do.” He is 
absolutely right...in fact, I believe any one of them would. 
Also to their credit Monday night - not a one of the councilmen 
present would return with Folsom to the meeting room until I 
went in the door,

Vendor Victim 


To Maxine’s chagrin, the vend- 
ing machine failed either to deli- 
ver her candy or return her 
quarter, Gingerly she gave the 
machine a couple of slaps. As if in 
retaliation, the machine tipped 
over and crashed on her foot. 


The accident sent Maxine to a 
courtroom, where she sought dam- 
ages from the vending company. 
She pointed out that the machine 
had been standing off balance, on 
an unstable base, anchored to 
nothing at all, j 

And the court decided that she 
had indeed stated a valid claim. 
The court said a vending machine, 
like any equipment offered for 
public use, should be maintained 
in safe condition. 

On the other hand Maxine’s 
claim would have failed if, by her 
own rough handling, she herself 
had caused the machine to topple. 
Nor would the company be liable 
in the absence of any negligence 
on its part. 

In another case a man slipped on 
a wet spot directly in front of a 
pop machine, Suffering a sprained 
ankle, he too claimed damages in 
the courtroom. But he was unable 
to prove that the moisture had 
come from the machine or that it 
had been there for any length of 
time. 

The court found insufficient 
grounds for liability, since there 
was no way of pinpointing fault. 

In one unusual case the owner 
of a vending machine, having 
trouble with thieves, decided to 
give the next one a real scare. He 
planted a booby trap inside, rig- 
ging it to detonate if the machine 
was tampered with. Sure enough, 
a would-be thief did set off the 
device—and perished in the blast 
that followed. 

Here a court held the owner 
liable even though the victim was 
a criminal.

AVOIDING CRIME WHEN 
WALKING

Charley was 174, retired, 
living with his wife in an ap- 
artment about two blocks from 
the post office in his city. His 
wife was a great letter writer 
and each evening, when she 
was ready to mail, Charley 
carried the letters to the 
post office, usually after 
dark, He wasn’t afraid of the 
possibility of being attacked 
on the street, though they lived 
in the downtown area, where 
personal crime was high; he 
always carried an 8’ hunting 
knife strapped to his belt, 
just in case, He followed this 
routine for years, with no 
problems, confident he was 
safe, 

But one night, Charley’s luck 
ran out. Two young hoods 
Stopped him on the street, de- 
manded his wallet, threatening 
a beating if he didn’t comply. 
Charley whipped out his trusty 
hunting knife, and in the fight 
that followed, it was taken away 
from him, Later he was found 
lying in an alley dead, the 
knife in his stomach, to the 
hilt, 


An avoidable killing? Char- 
ley was aware he lived in a 


potentially dangerous area, 
He shouldn’t have been walk- 
ing the streets after dark, but 
if he couldn’t make daylight 
trips to the post office, he 
should not have been carrying 
anythng of such value that he 
would not be willing to hand it 
over in case of attack. In 
this case, reports indicated 


the muggers were probably not ‘ 


armed, so if Charley hadn't 


pulled his knife, chances are § 


he would have come out of the 
situation with, at worst, a 
mauling - - - but with his life, 

All’ too often victims of 
Street crimes invite, or walk 
headlong into violence, They 
offer physical resistance in- 
stead of handing over the wal- 
let, or carry various types of 
weapons without the strength 
or know-how to use them, 
They deliverately place them- 
Selves in jeopardy by walking 
in areas they should 
better than to frequent when 
alone or after dark. In these 
times of high crime, parts of 
many cities are not safe to 


know ,

walk through during daylight 
hours, let alone purposely 
going in after dark, 

Consider preventive mea- 
sures in another case; Joe 
is a healthy, strong workman 
and felt he was safe ‘anywhere 
in any situation, On payday 
he cashed his check and gtop- 
ped off for a few vinks, He’s 
proud of what he earns, shows 
off by flashing his wallet full 
of money when buying drinks, 
Finally, when he leaves to go 
to his car around midnight, 
three men jump him, beat him 
unconscious, take his money, 
Joe spends three weeks in the 
hospital, loses time from work 
plus what the muggers took 
from him, has a lot of phy- 
Sical discomfort while  re- 
cuperating, not to mention the 
hospital bill, Where did he 
go wrong? 

No matter how big or str- 
ong you may be, if attackers 
come in groups you could still 
be a victim, if you have pla- 


ced yourself in that type of 
position, If you ego is sti- 
mulated by flashing your 
money, you may find that an 
expensive luxury, And, 
whenever you drink heavily, 
you automatically lessen your 
ability to effectively protect 
yourself, Good judgment is 
not bar-hopping, alone, loaded 
with cash, especially in 
strange and questionable sur- 
roundings! 

My contention is not that 
Street crime is committed by 
invitation of or provoked by 
the victims, but I do believe 
a high number of Street

GOOD EATING 

My eyes feasted on a 
mouth-watering sight a few 
days ago in the Kinston com- 
munity, I stopped by Lelon 
Weeks’ home to meet with a 
group on orchard management, 
After the meeting Grace 
Weeks showed me a fairly new 
Smoke house with Stuffed

TIMELINESS 

Did you know that time- 
liness is very important in 
making a crop? For exam- 
ple, having everything ready 
to plant at the proper time 
can help you get a good stand 
of both peanuts and corn, 
Folks who are still preparing 
land when they should be 
Planting are delayed, Many 
times this results in poor 
Stands and poor yields, 

I can’t over-emphasize 
timeliness, It is important 
not only in crop production 
but in things like worming 
cows and hogs, spraying for 
lice, vaccinations, and many 
other things that must be 
done to livestock, 

Speaking of crops, last 
year I made a note to remind 
Coffee County peanut produc- 
ers to put out their preplant 
herbicides a little bit earlier 
than usual. If you try to do 
all of these jobs when it cets 
dry enough to cultivate up 
near planting time, you might 
be putting out herbicides when 
you should be planting, Have 
you thought about putting 
these materials out a week or 
so earlier than you usually 
do? Yes, timeliness is im- 
portant, In fact, doing things 
at the best time could mean 
hundreds or even thousands of 
extra dollars,

American Medical Association 
Tells How To Treat Frostbite 


FROSTBITE 


Cold weather is back again 
and with it comes the health 
hazards that accompany sub- 
freezing temperatures, An 
ever-present winter danger in 
most of the United States is 
frostbite, 

Frostbite is, naturally, 
more of a problem in the nor- 
thern states, but even in most 
of the south there are occa- 
sional periods of weather cold 
enough to nip unprotected noses 
and cheeks, 

The American Medical As- 
sociation points out that frost- 
bite can be very painful, can 
result in amputations and can 
leave the victim hypersensitive 
to cold for the rest of his or 
her life. In some ways the 
damage of frostbite is similar 
to a burn, Injuries to both 
deep and shallow tissue are 
comparable, First degree fr- 
ostbite, like sunburn, is an 
injury to surface skin, It is 
likely to attack ears, toes, fin- 
gers, cheeks or nose, Second 
degree frostbite produces blist- 
ers as in second degree burns, 
In third degree frostbite the 
damage is deep and much of 
the frozén part may be lost, 

Prevention is the best pro- 
tection, This means being 
properly dressed in warm clo- 
thing, waterproof shoes and 
heavy, dry socks, with good 
covering for head and ears, 
Keep clothing dry from both 
outside moisture and perspi- 
ration, and avoid tight clothing 
or garters that may restrict 
circulation, 

Motorists traveling across 
country in subfreezing weather 
are advised to have heavy clo- 
thing and shoes in the car, in 
the event of a breakdown and a 
necessary hike for help. if 
your auto is stalled in snow or 
ice some distance from help, 
it may be safer to stay in the 
car than to walk a long dis- 
tance in extreme cold in light 
clothing. 

The first signs of frost- 
bite are ‘pins and needles” 
prickly feeling, and then numb- 
ness, The affected part will 
turn white or grey and later 
red, Groups ‘such as the mili- 
tary often use the: buddy sys-+ 
tem outdoors in severe weath- 


er, Each buddy watches the 
other’s face for signs of frost- 
bite, 

First aid possibilities are 
limited, Thawing of the tissue 
as soon as possible is the first 
consideration, This canbestbe 
accomplished by getting  in- 
doors into a warm room, 
Treat the frozen part gently 
and do not rub or massage it, 
The old technique of rubbing 
Snow or ice water on the fro- 
zen spot does more harm than 
good by delaying thawing, 

Medical treatment is needed 
promptly. Control of the se- 
vere pain is required, and anti- 
biotics and antitetanus in- 
jections may be needed if the 
skin is broken, Often the 
frozen skin will eventually 
Slough off,

Brunson Tells Details Of Shooting 


Richard Brunson was charg- 
ed in a local shooting case 
here last week and it was 
reported in this newspaper with 
quotes from the statements the 
two shooting victims gave Elba 
police, Saturday Brunson 
asked that his side of the story 
be published for the benefit of 
his family and friends, 

Brunson related that he and 
his twelve-year-old daughter 
Jacquelyn, were on the way 
home from church when he 


stopped by “to get a little 
drink before lunch’ from 
Allen Shipman. Robert 


Williams was there, Brunson 
said, and as Brunson walked 
up the drive, Williams “hit 
me in the stomach,’’ Brunson 
said he told Williams, ‘Don’t 
do that, Robert, my daughter 
is with me.” He said that 
Williams hit him again and 
his daughter started crying, 
According to Brunson, 
Williams “then yanked my tie 


off before things settled down.” 

Then, according to Brun- 
son, Williams said, ‘I have 
a fifth at home, come on 
over.” Brunson said, ‘‘Allen 
drove Robert’s car into the 
yard and we pulled up  be- 
hind him, As we were walk- 
ing up the driveway, Robert 
hit me side of the head,” 
Williams then said, ‘Nigger, 
I will knock you through that 
car,’? according to Brunson, 
He continued with, “I tell 
you what, Nigger, carry your 
daughter home and come back,” 
Brunson told this newspaper, 


Brunson said that his gun 
was in the car all the time 
and he put it in his belt when 
he came back and walked up 
on the porch, He rang the 
door bell and Robert said, 
“Come in, and I walked in.” 

According to Brunson, the 
‘conversation was opened by 
Shipman who said “Crock - 


(meaning Brunson) and Wil- 
liams interrupted with “Shut 
up and let me handle this.’ 


Brunson related that he 
was standing about five or six 
feet from Williams with the 
table between them and as 
Williams started walking to- 
ward hith, ‘I shot down on the 
floor and didn’t know I had hit 
anyone until Allen said I had 
done shot him,’ Brunson 
continued by relating he said, 
“What” and Robert sat Wack 
down in the chair and his wife 
said for us tg get out of the 
house with that mess,,and I 
unloaded the gun and left,” 

Brunson then noted that he 
went to the police station, but 
there were no police at the 
Station - nothing but the radio 
operator, ‘‘I waited and Dep- 
uty Ray Norris came in and 
asked me what had happened,”’ 
Brunson said, ‘I told him 
I had gotten into some troub- 


le and to please follow me 
home with my car and then 
take me to jail, and he did,” 
said Brunson, Brunson was 
in jail about two hours be- 
fore bond was posted, 


Brunson noted that the 
pistol was a twelve-shot 
automatic, fully loaded, and 
he was a good shot with any 
gun. “If I had wanted to, I 
could have killed them - I 
didn’t want to shoot anybody,’ 
Brunson said. He noted that 
Allen Shipman was honest and 
would tell the truth. ‘‘He did- 
n’t do anything,’? Brunson said 

Brunson noted that several 
people had told him that Wil- 
liams had had an argument 


with another local citizen 
the same day. 
Brunson’s daughter gave this 


newspaper the same details of 
the incident, and Brunson said 
he had two witnesses to most 
of the activities, 
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
